Subject: W-A-V-E-S Description of. 

1. Co missioned 1942, approximately 300 in-class, average 
displacement 120 pounds. Overall length 65 inches, beam 28 
inches, launched at night. 

2. 'Twin mounts forward, single scupper below, dual 
ourpose. Has single torpedo tube, adjustable to fit up to 
eight inches. Lightly armored but deceptive. Multiple screw 
propulsion powered by reciprocating engine, with unlimited 
output. Fitted with gas projection tube aft, for use at all 
time. 


3. May be driven for a short time at forced draft. 

Trim lines when fully dressed, but most attractive when stripped 
for action. Very easy to contact, generally carries an officer 
on board. Commanding Officer subject to change without notice. 
Shall be scrapped when barnacl .3 appear . Seldom needs over¬ 
haul, as it has self-lubrication bearings. 

5. Torpedoes must be primed for- firing and is hard 
to handle without expert manipulation. Hold may be expanded 
several times normal size. Vulnerable to torpedo attack. 

Should be attacked forward if possible. Most effective when 
operating alone and not with force or fleet. May carry small 
boat in hold after engagement. 

6. ' All chaplains are qualified to issue chits that 
read, i!
